When tho vote 
was Inkun, it was evident, by tho sound, that 
ho was defeated, and on n division, which was 
culled for, inuny— myself among them— who 
occupied a good position to judge, wuru of tho 
opinion that at least three Jifth* of tho meeting 
voted ngainst his election ; hut the Chairman 
(there being no count) thought otherwise, and 
he was declared ducted. Objection wns made 
to Mr. Grculieh, on account of his running 
nga'nst n regular nomination at tho last char- 
ter election, and that ho favored Temperance, 
and ho was rejected. Hi* defeat, I think, 
must havo been caused wholly on tho Tem- 
perance score, as many who were elected to 
olfiee, must have been rejected, if tho test of 
having acted ngainst tho Democratic party at 
tomo former period had been applied.

diency of. tho low. Ho would 'leave that .to 
other speakers. Ho would only say, with re- 
B»rd to tlws comuilutlohality; that if wpctn 
legislate for the extermination of ravenous 
beasts, wo may. for tho extermination of this 
greatest of all oyils, which reduces tho human 
form divine to a condition worse .than that of 
savages. Congress hat the power to regulate 
commerce, but not'to determine what shall, be 
the subject of commerce. -The Stnto may pro- 
hibit those articles of ' trndo which ore detri- 
mental to community, 'and legislate 'for' the 
protection of iti own citizens. Ha assured 
the meeting that ha,wai. with them in all 
measure* 'coming strictly within tho power of 
the Statoj to control this great evil., The 
power of tha SUto is M broad and as deep as 
is ,th« necessity: foriprolecting, the,'H veV the 
hwltb, and the physical and uitcllecfuaV ener- 


gies of her citizens, the morals and the'reli- 
gion of the Pnnco of Peace. Thus fur he was 
prepared to go with the Convention." 


Goy. Ilubbard was elected by the Demo- 


cratic'party. His sentiments wore well known 
before tho nomination, nnd he w«s nominnted 
in opposition to a candidate who wus opposed 
to tho passage of the Maine Law. 
And since 


presiding over said Convention, ho has been 
rcnominnted for Governor. -Yet,. according 
to tha new test set up here, should he come 
to this State, ho would not be recognised as a 
Democrat I This is a new issue that must be 
abandoned, or tho power of the party will be 
broken, and it will full by its own weight of 
iniquity, never to rise again.
